hands of Judge K. M. Landis on a 
charge of having accepted rebates on 
freight from the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, came to an abrupt end.

At a recent session in New Orleans 
of the Southern Homeopathic Medical 
association I>r.

was applied to the backs of patients 
suffering from locomotor ataxia anti 
similar diseases it effected quick cures. 
He said he was not alone in his ex­ 
periments, for a chemist attached to 
the Smithsonian institution at Wash­ 
ington had analyzed the pitchblende 
and found that it contained ten or 
twelve more or less rare elements. 
He then distributed amoug the mem­ 
bers of the association some of the 
“radio-thor,” which had the appear­ 
ance of a partially fused metal and 
gave out a phosphorna-like glow. 
Dr. F. II. Blackmar of Hahnemann 
Medical college at Chicago gave fur­ 
ther details of the discovery of “radio- 
thor.” 
Dr. Blackmar was associated 
with Dr. Bailey In making tests. 
“One of the most curious experi­ 
ments with the uew substance,” said 
Dr. Blackmar, “was the taking of a 
photograph through a stove lid on 
which 
some 
radio-thor 
had 
been 
spread. The powerful rays of tlds ele­ 
ment enabled the light to pass through 
the iron plate, thus permitting a photo­ 
graph of a number of pennies aud 
other articles on the opposite side. 
“Its basis is pitchblende, but with 
this element are mingled others whose 
names I do not c a r e to disclose at this 
time. 
Some of them are so rare that 
we keep them In a safety deposit vault. 
The new element, while far from be­ 
ing inexpensive, will be within the 
reach of everybody who needs It for 
treatment. 
Its action is quite as ef­ 
ficient as that of radium. 
There is 
not enough radium in the whole world 
to treat all the people who need its 
curative properties.

Chicago Doctors Tell of Marvel­ 
ous Radio-thor. 


FORMED FROM PITCHBLENDE.

Said to Bo Choapor and Bottor Than 
Radium— Efficacious In Many Dis­ 
cases—Insects Treated Lived Three 
Times as Long as Others. 


At a recent session iii New Orleans 
of the Southern Homeopathic Medical 
association Dr. E. 8. Bailey of the 
Hahnemann Medical college. Chicago, 
announced the discovery of “radio- 
thor,” declared to have all the properties 
of radium without its baneful effects 
and to be moderate in price.

He said he was not alone in his ex­ 
periments, for a chemist attached to 
the Smithsonian institution at Wash­ 
ington had analyzed the pitchblende 
and found that it contained ten or 
twelve more or less rare elements.

“radio-thor,” which had the appear­ 
ance of a partially fused metal and 
gave out a phosphorus-like glow. 
Dr. F. H. Blackmar of Hahnemann 
Medical college at Chicago gave fur­ 
ther details of the discovery of “radio- 
thor.” 
Dr. Blackmar was associated 
with Dr. Bailey In making tests. 
“One of the most curious experi­ 
ments with the new substance,” said 
Dr. Blackmar, “was the taking of a 
photograph through a stove lid on 
which 
some 
radio-thor 
had 
been 
spread. The powerful rays of this ele­ 
ment enabled the light to pass through 
the iron plate, thus permitting a photo­ 
graph of a number of pennies and 
other articles on the opposite side. 
“Its basis Is pitchblende, but with 
this element are mingled others whose 
names I do not care to disclose at this 
time. Some of them are so rare that 
we keep them In a safety deposit vault. 
The new element, while far from be­ 
ing inexpensive, will be within the 
reach of everybody who needs It for 
treatment. Its action Is quite as ef­ 
ficient as that of radium. 
There is 
not enough radium in the whole world 
to treat all the people who need its 
curative properties. 
“The therapeutic value of our radio- 
thor, or thorad-x, has been establish­ 
ed beyond question in the fourteen 
months that we have been using it for 
the treatment of diseases.

rays are as effective as those of ra­ 
dium, although it does not act so 
quickly. Its moderate action keeps it 
from being harmfully caustic, as ra­ 
dium Is likely to be when in the hands 
of unskilled persons. It bas the same 
selective power as radium—that is, it 
seems to act only on tissues which are 
diseased, having no effect on healthy 
tissues. 
“I should not like to suggest that in 
this discovery may at last be found 
the means for indefinite prolongation 
of human life by arresting the process­ 
es of decay, yet it is a fact that ex­ 
periments we bave made indicate an 
extraordinary power in the new agent 
to prolong life.

11.—The senate 
does not want the new* normal school 
located by the state normal board, tlie 
body which has control of the schools. 
This was settled after a legislative 
combat lasting half a day. At the end, 
the Cass Lake bill as drawn, was on 
the calendar, and the Bemidji bill b 
still on general orders. 
The result is sure, but the way-Cnss 
Lake was pushed ahead of Bemidji 
was one of the cleverest piece» of leg­ 
islative legerdemain seen in the sen­ 
ate this season. 
Tuesday in commit­ 
tee of the whole by a close vote the 
Cass Lake bill was amended into a 
general bill, giving the location to the 
normal board. 
This action by the 
committee of the whole was not ac­ 
cepted by the senate, and on a motion 
to adopt this report of the committee 
of the whole Senator George P. Lay- 
bourn of Duluth asked for a call of the 
senate and refused all efforts at a 
truoe until all the senators were In 
their seats to be counted on this propo­ 
sition. 
The senate waited nearly two hours, 
but Senators Cooke, McGowan and 
Gunderson failed to appear. 
The call 
was raised and the roll call on the 
motion to adopt the amended bill w’as 
lest, 36 to 24. 
The chair had already ruled that the 
rejection on the motion to adopt the 
report of the committee would strip 
the bill of all amendments. 
On Sena- ! 
tor Laybourn’s motion to place the 
bill on the calendar that motion car- j 
ried 35 to 25, and Cass Lake was 
ahead of Bemidji in the fight. 


Big Petition Presented. 
In the presence of at least 5,009 
citizens of St. Paul the mammoth pe­ 
tition In favor of the Rowe bill and 
against the location of the Armour 
packing plant near New Brighton was 
presented to the legislature of Misne- 
sota. 
Th* petition contained 26,112 
signatures 
and 
was

length. 
Mayor Daniel William Lawler pre- ! 
sented the petition as chairman of the 
general citizens’ committee to Speaker 
A. J. Rockne of the houee of represen­ 
tatives. The speaker received it with­ 
out reply, excepting to assure the 
mayor that it would be placed before 
the house in regular course. 
The house adopted a resolution ap- j 
pointing a commission of fifteen, to i 
tal e the Rowe bill under considera 
tion and report after a full hearing. \ 
The appointment of the commission is 
a great victory for 3t. Paul. 
The bouse rejected the report of the 
temperance committee, which recom­ 
mended killing the Adams bill giving 
cities of less than 10,000 local option. 
The house railroad committee had a 
hearing on the J. N. Johnson bill pro­ 
viding for the regulation by the state 
of the issues of stocks and bonds by 
railroads. 
A second hearing will be held next 
Monday afternoon on the bill. 
It is 
similar to the one which A. J. R ock n e 
Introduced at the last session, which 
the house killed. 


Favored by Attorney General. 
The bill was favored by former At­ 
torney General E. T. Young, who had 
previously tried and failed to regu­ 
late an Issue of stock by the Great 
Northern. 
Mr. Young was present and talked 
or the bill. 
He said that In making 
rates <ae railroads were entitled to 
a just percentage on their valuation 
and the more stocks and bonds they 
had the greater would be their valua­ 
tion. 
Therefore these issues of securi­ 
ties should be regulated by the rail­ 
road commission. 
W. R. Begg, general counsel for the 
Great Northern, said that the bill 
would apply only to the Great North­ 
ern and the Soo line and would com­ 
pel them to advertise to the world 
sixty days before, when they were 
contemplating building new lines. 
The committee also heard argu­ 
ments on the caboose bill. 
A number 
of trainmen were present and favored 
the bill, saying that the so-called 
"dinkey" cabooses were unsafe be­ 
cause they jump the track. 
The bill 
calls for a caboose of a certain length 
with tw'o trucks. 
The bill would af­ 
fect very fewr except the ore roads. 
The law permitting the state to 
lease its mineral lands, which was 
repealed by the 1907 legislature, is 
re-enacted in a bill introduced by C. 
M. Bcndixen of Morgan, but the roy­

Formerly

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WORKED FOR STEPHENSON 


Deputy Game Wardens Spent Some of 
the Senator’s Money. 
Madison, 
Wis.f 
March 
11.—Two 
deputy game wardens were handed 
amounts 
of 
Stephenson 
campaign 
funds by State Game Warden J. W. 
Stone last August and told to "spend 
it as they saw fit." 
Deputy Warden 
H. A. Bowman of Waukesha county 
and Deputy Fred Gerharcff of Milwau­ 
kee were given $500 and $200 respec­ 
tively by their chief, notwithstanding 
that letters were sent out by Mr. 
Stone to other game wardens telling 
them to "keep out of politics." Thes<* 
facts came out in the testimony of 
State Game Warden Stone, who ap­ 
peared before the senatorial Investiga­ 
tion committee. 
The information* w*as 
given after a request by Stone for 
fuither delay had been denied by the 
committee. 
A week or two before the money 
was handed to Bowman, Stone told 
him that lie (Stone) was for Stephen 
son and bad asked Bowman to do ail 
he could conscientiously and right 
for Stephenson. Out of this developed 
the Milwaukee engagement. 
Neither 
Bowman nor Gerhardt ever made a re­ 
port of the money spent. 
The rest of 
the total of $2,500 Stone took to Madi­ 
son. When asked to whom he made 
the next payment, witness stopped 
short and asked a postponement for a 
day. 
Mr. Stone declared there was 
90 per cent less politics done by the 
game wardens than at any time pro 
vious in the history of the state. 
An effort to get information from 
the witness as to details of his official 
trips between Aug. 19 and 23 brought 
out only a statement that the object 
In every instance was to confer with 
different deputy game wardens. 
He 
couldn’t tell whether any time was 
deducted or not from the time of the 
wardens doing political work. 
The 
sixty wardens were divided between 
the four Republican candidates, h< 
said. 
Stone said he spent all of the $2,- 
600 given him from the Stephenson 
fund and more, too. 
L. B. Dresser, chairman of the state 
board of control, who received $2,300 
of the Stephenson fund, said he paid 
it out to various workers for expenses.

Next he declared that the reasonable 
solution of the problem was that Col­ 
onel Cooper opened fire on Carmack, 
as Mrs. Eastman believes he did, and 
that a bullet from his pistol struck 
th© telephone post, was deflected and 
entered Robin’s shoulder. He contend­ 
ed that this theory is corroborated by 
the course of the bullet, which pene­ 
trated the flesh only an Inch and a 
half and failed to strike a bone. A 
38-callber bullet fired point blank at 
a range of three or four feet, Garner 
contended, would have gone deeper 
In the flesh than an Inch and a half. 
The court proceedings were Inter­ 
rupted by the sudden fainting of Mrs. 
Carmack. The audience’s attention 
was Instantly diverted to the widow 
of the murdered man. It became evi­ 
dent from the argument of General 
Washington of the defense, who fol­ 
lowed General Garner, before the jury, 
that the defense proposed to reply 
strongly upon a plea of justification 
as well as upon the plea of self-de­ 
fense. 
General Washington devoted the en­ 
tire two hours of his argument to a 
denunciation of Carmack. He Inter­ 
preted Carmack’s words and editorials 
as he said they were meant and as 
Colonel Cooper Interpreted them and 
declared that the colonel had no re­ 
course in the world. He had not 
finished his argument when court ad­ 
journed. Judge Anderson, also of de­ 
fense, will follow him, and then Attor­ 
ney McCarn will close the case for the 
state. 
For the first time since the earliest 
hearing in the case Colonel Cooper’s 
daughter, Mrs. Lucius Burch, was not 
at the side of her brother when court 
opened. Her absence created a de­ 
cided sensation. It was announced 
’hat she was ill—almost in a state of 
collapse. Her condition, however, Is 
not considered serious. 


LARGE GAME IS ABUNDANT 


Prospects for Good Hunting in Africa 
A rt Excellent. 
Mombasa, British East Africa, March 
ll.—Mombasa is preparing already to 
welcome Theodore Roosevelt when he 
lands bere the latter part of next 
month on his much-heralded African 
trip, and the coming of the former 
president of the United States has 
given a decided impetus to the inter­ 
est in the present hunting season. 
The governor of the protectorate, 
Lieutenant Colonel Sir James Hays 
Sadler, Is getting up a programme of 
welcome and entertainment for the 
distinguished visitor, but In spite of 
these arrangements, the greeting to 
Mr. Roosevelt will be more to the 
great sportsman whose fame is well 
known to local hunters, than to the 
former president. 
East African sportsmen were high­ 
ly gratified to learn that Mr. Roose­ 
velt had refused the offer of the au­ 
thorities to grant him a special hunt­ 
ing license that would have permitted 
him to kill game to an unlimited ex­ 
tent instead of confining himself to 
the two elephants, two rhinoceros, two 
hippopotami, etc., of the regular li­ 
cense. Lions and leopards are classed 
ar vermin and consequently no license 
to kill tneni is required. 
The prospects for good hunting this 
season are considered excellent, as 
big game is abundant. According to 
a dispatch received bere a record 
group of lions, numbering thirty-two, 
war, seen on the Mandi plateau Tues­ 
day.

St. Paul, March ll.—The senate 
does not. want the new normal school 
located by the state normal board, the 
body which has control of the schools. 
This was settled after a legislative 
combat lasting half a day. At the end, 
the Cass Lake bill as drawn, was on 
the calendar, and the Bemidji bill Ii 
still on general orders. 
The result is sure, but the way Cnss 
Lake was pushed ahead of Bemidji 
was one of the cleverest pieces of leg­ 
islative legerdemain seen in the sen­ 
ate this season. Tuesday in commit­ 
tee of the whole by a close vote the 
Cass Lake bill was amended into a 
general bill, giving the location to the 
normal board. This action by the 
committee of the whole was not ac­ 
cepted by the senate, and on a motion 
to adopt this report of the committee 
of the whole Senator George P. Lay- 
bourn of Duluth asked for a call of the 
senate and refused all efforts at a 
truce until all the senators were In 
their seats to be counted on this propo- , 
aition. 
The senate waited nearly two hours. , 
but Senators Cooke, McGowan and 
Gunderson failed to appear. The call 
was raised and the roll call on the 
motion to adopt the amended bill was 
lest, 36 to 24. 
The chair had already ruled that the 
rejection on the motion to adopt the 
report of the committee would strip 
the bill of all amendments. On Sena­ 
tor Laybourn’s motion to place the 
bill on the calendar that motion car­ 
ried 35 to 25, and Cass Lake was 
ahead of Bemidji in the fight. 


Big Petition Presented. 
In the presence of at least 5,009 
citizens of St. Paul the mammoth pe­ 
tition in favor of the Rowe bill and 
against the location of the Armour 
packing plant near New Brighton was 
presented to the legislature of Minne­ 
sota. The petition contained 26,112 
signatures and was 1,558 feet in 
length. 
Mayor Daniel William Lawler pre­ 
sented the petition as chairman of the 
general citlxens’ committee to Speaker 
A. J. Rockne of the house of represen­ 
tatives. The speaker received it with­ 
out reply, excepting to assure the 
mayor that it would be placed before 
the house in regular course. 
The house adopted a resolution ap­ 
pointing a commission of fifteen, to 
take the Rowe hill under considera­ 
tion and report after a full hearing. 
The appointment of the commission is 
a great victory for St. Paul. 
The house rejected the report of the 
temperance committee, which recom­ 
mended killing the Adams bill giving 
cities cf less than 10,000 local option. 
The house railroad committee had a 
hearing on the J. N. Johnson bill pro­ 
viding for the regulation by the state 
of the issues of stocks and bonds by 
railroads. 
A second hearing will be held next 
Monday afternoon on the bill. It is 
similar to the one which A. J. Rockne 
introduced at the last session, which 
the house killed. 


Favored by Attorney General. 
The bill was favored by former At­ 
torney General E. T. Young, who had 
previously tried and failed to regu­ 
late an issue of stock by the Great 
Northern. 
Mr. Young was present and talked 
or the bill. He said that in making 
rates u e railroads were entitled to 
a just percentage on their valuation 
and the more stocks and bonds they 
had the greater would be their valua­ 
tion. Therefore these issues of securi­ 
ties should be regulated by the rail­ 
road commission. 
W. R. Begg, general counsel for the 
Great Northern, said that the bill 
would apply only to the Great North­ 
ern and the Soo line and would com­ 
pel them to advertise to the world 
sixty days before, when they were 
contemplating building new lines. 
The committee also heard argu­ 
ments on the caboose bill. A number 
of trainmen were present and favored 
the bill, saying that the so-called 
"dinkey” cabooses were unsafe be­ 
cause they jump the track. The bill 
calls for a caboose of a certain length 
with two trucks. The bill would af­ 
fect very few except the ore roads. 
The law permitting the state to 
lease its mineral lands, which was 
repealed by the 1907 legislature, is 
re-enacted in a bill introduced by C. 
Mw Bendixen of Morgan, but the roy­ 
alties are much 
higher. Formerly 
they were only 25 cents a ton, but in 
this bill they are from 25 to 90 cents a 
ton, according to the quality of the 
ore mined. 
The senate adopted a resolution ask­ 
ing tile Minnesota delegation to work 
against any federal inheritance law, 
because Minnesota already has such a 
law im operation, and a double tax 
would be inequitable.

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WORKED FOR STEPHENSON 


Deputy Game Wardens Spent Some of 
the Senator’s Money. 
Madison, 
WI*., 
March 
ll.—Two 
deputy game wardens were handed 
amounts 
of 
Stephenson 
campaign 
funds by State Game Warden J. W. 
Stone last August and told to "spend 
it as they saw fit.” Deputy Warden 
H. A. Bowman of Waukesha county 
and Deputy Fred GerhartfP of Milwau­ 
kee were given $500 and $200 respec­ 
tively by their chief, notwithstanding 
that letters were sent out by Mr. 
Stone to other game wardens telling 
them to "keep out of politics.” These 
facts came out in the testimony of 
State Game Warden Stone, who ap­ 
peared before the senatorial investiga­ 
tion committee. The information' was 
given after a request by Stone for 
further delay had been denied by the 
committee. 
A week or two before the money 
was handed to Bowman, Stone told 
him that he (Stone) was for Stephen 
son and had asked Bowman to do all 
he could conscientiously and right 
for Stephenson. Out of this developed 
the Milwaukee engagement. Neither 
Bowman nor Gerhardt ever made a re­ 
port of the money spent. The rest of 
the total of $2,500 Stone took to Madi­ 
son. When asked to whom he made 
the next payment, witness stopped 
short and asked a postponement for a 
day. Blr. Stone declared there was 
90 per cent less politics done by the 
game wardens than at any time pre 
vious In the history of the state. 
An effort to get information from 
the witness as to details of his official 
trips between Aug. 19 and 23 brought 
out only a statement that the object 
in every instanee was te confer with 
different deputy game wardens. He 
couldn’t tell whether any time was 
deducted or not from the time of the 
wardens doing political work. The 
slaty wardens were divided between 
the four Republican candidates, he 
said. 
Stone said he spent all of the $2,- 
560 given him from the Stephenson 
fond and more, too. 
Im B. Dresser, chairman of the state 
board of control, who received $2,300 
of tho Stephenson fund, eafd he paid 
It out to various workers for expenses.
